Election Laws Muddle. 

A confusion of ideas, if notliiiig 
worso, appears to exist respecting tbo 
laws -wiuch alinll regulate the electionR 
now beginning to Ijeheld in this Prov- 
ince. iCte-ftewyoter's Lists, we mo 
told, mil' bo ready, in .some Electoral 
Disl^ots, but iibt in others. The 
new Ii^tej'^ifl^.,be ready in some Polling 
Divisions, but not in others. Uiulor 
these circumstances, tboqiiosiion arises, 
which 'Lists shall bo lised — the old or 
the now ? There' ai'e those even high in 
jiuthority "who contend that the new 
Lista Khali bo used whorovor ready; 
tlmt ifi lo Bay, if tlio no^<f Lists in an 
Electoral District are rcadj' they shall 
bo tlio Lists iiBcd in such District; or if 
the now Lists in certain Polling Divis- 
ions of an Electoral District only are 
ready, these Lists bhall bo iised in 
Huch Polling Divisions. If this 
position bo the correct ono it follows 
that thoro will bo presented the 
anomaly of the old Lists being used 
in ono part of an Electoriil District and 
new Lists being used in another part 
of tho same District at the same elec- 
tion.' ' Nevertheless this view would 
appear to find support in a Federal 
law passed last session, and entitled, 
"Tho Interim' Piirlianieutnry Election 
Amendment Act, 1872." In this Act it 
is provided, as follows: — "In tho Pro- 
vince of British Cohnnl)ia tho qiialifi- 
catiou of Voters shall, in places, if any, 
for which Voters' Lists have been 
made for the j I^egislative Assembly 
under ^UQ^ jPiyvincial law in that bo- 
half tihen uTforce, be the same as that 
eatabUshed bi]^ siiitsb law, and such Lists 
shali^'^TU^d'at'tho elections. But if 
no such Lists have been made, and in 
placis for nrhich such Lists have not 
been made, the quaMcatioh shall bo 
the same as- at the last election of the 
House d5 Oo&inons, and in all other 
respects the like laws andrulos shall bo 
obaon'od, , and(-the like iustractiona 
given, for* file cokduci 'of, and the pro- 
ceedings at, elections of members of 
the House, of -Gommons as were obsen - 
od and given at the now last election 
of Members of the House of Commons 
in the said Pro-vinco." It will bo ob- 
Borvod that tho language of tho above 
is very explicit; and the obvious inten- 
tion is that wherever the now Lists are 
'made' under a Provincial law in that 
belinlf made and provided, tlicso shall 
bo tho Lists used, even if they should 
only bo for a single Polling Divisioi. 
This brings ns to the question, when 
in a List^ ' 'niatle " ? It is contended by 
some tliataListiB"made," in the sense 
of being ready for use at an election, 
whenever it shall liavc jjasKcd ilio 
Coutt of Eovision and found its way 
into thclmndsof the Returning Oflicer. 
If this view bo correct, tho now Lists 
would be available in most of tho Polling 
Divisions on Vancouver Island and, 
probably, in several of those on tbo 
Mainland. Rut if wo refer to the "Pro- 
vinoial law in that behalf , now in force," 
this Ufl^^j-v^oii^l^arcely appear to be 
tenable. Turmng to section 42 of 
"The QoRlifiaation and Registration of 
■Voters';. Act, 1871," tlie law under 
'whiollii^the Yotera' Lists must bo made, 
it ifl'fbiind that tho Revised Lists must 
be ji|iivered to the Returning Ollicer 
"on or before the Idth day of Hoptom- 
bor" in each yew:. Section 28 of tho 
Hamo Act provides that tlio work of the 
Courts of llevisiou shall bo done "be- 
tween tho 10th day of August and tho 
luHt day of Scptoiuber." In view of 
tliCBo two provisions, it is contended, 
andTlot 'v^thout some show of reason, 
that anytime after the said 10th day 
of August, duo regard being had to the 
notices for holding tho Courts of Ilo- 
Tisiou, the llnvised Lists may Ijo deli- 
yerod to tho Ivoturuing Ollicers and be- 
come available fortliopiu'post^s of elec- 
tion. But section 48 of tho lastabovo 
recited "' Act appears com])le(*]y to 
demolish this position. The sec- 
tion reads as follows: — "Tlio said book 
or books (tlio word Ixjokhere used in 
synonymous witli Pevised Voters' List/- - 
El).) so sig-ned as aforesaid by tlio Pe- 
giatrar, and given into tho custody of 
the Returning Ollicer of any District, 
shall bo tho llogister of jjcrsons enti- 
tled to vote at any election of a 
Member to servo in tho Logislativo 
Oonnoil, wliicli fihall take plrvco in and for 
tho Hamo I^istrict, Ijotwoon tho 11th day <if 
Hciitomber in tlio your wliorpiii mii^h Ito- 
girttor fthall hiivo Ijoon mado, and the l-l(li 
day of Hoptembor in tlio nuc<;oodiiig year." 
This sootion (i.jipearH to sottlo thtj point 
that no matter liow early thoKogistcr may 
roach tlio liands of tlio liotiirning Oflioor, 
it cuiinot 1)0 used for an election before 
tlio 11th day of tSeptemlier. Accepting 
tliifl coucli'fiioii, it followfl that in few if 
any of thi^ I'lloi'ioi.d Dislriia.s or I'olling 
Dirisionfl of l^ritish Colnmhia will tlie 
now 'Voter's Liflte: or I{(>giHtorH ho avail- 
able for tlio'FodoWll Eh-i^tions now in pro- 
}<rrtHH. In that case, of (umr.'^n I.imI y(>iu''H 
LititH will have to ho iiHod. Thin is to Im 
rogrottod, inaHiuucli us many por.'ions will
